Both p arties arc going to h av e m ore th an con- 
« iderable difficulty selecting a Vice President. .Among 
th e DemocraLs. th ose wh o do not fav or Senator Joh n 
Kennedy for President would p refer a Joh nson-Ken- 
nedy or a Symington-Kennedy ticket dep ending up on 
^w h ich ev er candidate for President is p reterred. Mayor 
IPRobert F. Wagner of New York and Gov ernor Pat 
Brown of California are candidates for Vice President 
in th e ev ent th at Kennedy is not nominated. 
Th e situation regarding th e Vice Presidency in 
th e Democratic P arty is fluid and no p articular p er­ 
son is fav ored. Wh at h ap p ens will dep end up on wh o is 
nominated for th e Presidency; wh at p art of th e coun­ 
try h e comes from; wh eth er h e is a conserv ativ e or a 
liberal and oth er considerations. 
In the Republican Party , there are tho se who 
fav o r Nelso n Ro ckefeller fo r Vice President o n 
the assumptio n that he has 
a sufficient fo llo wing 
to be impo rtant. There are so me Republicans who 
believ e that a Nix o n-Ro ckefeller ticket co uld win. 
On the o ther hand, there arc Republicans who feel 
that Ro ckefeller Is no t a Republican, that he can­ 
no t really be asso ciated with either party , but o p­ 
erates entirely o n his o wn: They hav e o bserv ed 
him a s Go v erno r o f New Yo rk Stale and are no t 
o v er-enthusiastic. 
Th e conserv ativ e Rep ublicans want Senator Barry 
Goldwater to be ch osen as Vice President and will 
p ut up a stiff figh t for h im. His following is growing 
because h e is a m an of sincerity. But it is generally 
h eld th at Goldwater will not be nominated. First of 
all, h e comes from a sm all state; secondly, h e is a 
W esterner like Nixon; th irdly, h e is too far on th e 
Righ t for Nixon wh o cannot altogeth er cut loose from 
th e Eisenh ower Administration of wh ich h e h as been 
ft p art. 
It would seem th at th e one man in th e Rep ubli­ 
can Party wh o fits th e cut for Vice President in 19 60 
is Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge. Coming from a 
leading New England family, h e is a resident of New 
York. As Nixon com es from California, Lodge fits th e 
requirem ent for an E asterner for Vice President, 
He h as h ad a long legislativ e exp erience, h av ing 
serv ed in th e M assach usetts General Court, as th e 
state legislature th ere i.s called. He h as .serv ed in th e 
United States Senate. He h as been a newsp ap er re­ 
p orter and h as a good m ilitary record. 
But h is p rincip al serv ice to th e country h as been 
fts th e United Slates Ambassador to th e United Nations 
and on th e Security Council wh ere h e p rov ed h imself 
to be an excellent debater and dip lomat, giv ing th e 
Russians a h ard time wh en necessary. He h as with - 
itood th e attacks on th e United Slates courageously 
and with out comp romise. His understanding of Rus­ 
sian tech niques is better th an mast. 
Th e Lodge family was brough t up on th e exp eri­ 
ence of gov erning. Henry Cabot Lodge’s grandfath er 
h ad a long and distinguish ed career in th e United 
States Senate. His broth er, Joh n, was Gov ernor of 
Connecticut and is now our .Ambassador to Sp ain. 
An excellent cam p aigner and a good m ixer, Henry 
Cabot Lodge could be a v aluable addition to Nixon’s 
cam p aign. 
Ap art from B arry Goldwater and Henry Cabot 
Lodge, no names arc seriously mentioned for th e Vice' 
Presidency on th e Rep ublican side. Th ere h as been 
Home talk of Senator Kenneth Keating of New York, 
wh o is a good sp eaker and h umorist, but h e ls h ardly 
known to th e country. 
No o ne ev er runs fo r the Vice Presidency . 
Many who are candidates fo r the Presidency ho pe 
that they will be able to settle fo r seco nd pface. 
The Demo cratic co ntest is mo re liv ely and ex clt- 
A ing than the Republican and therefo re there are 
" 
mo re pro spects fo r the Vice Presidency . In the 
Republican Party , o ne o f the majo r difficulties is 
that few men are willing to g iv e up g o v erno rships 
o r seats in the Senate fo r bang ing the g av el in the 
Senate with a co mparativ ely y o ung President who , 
acco rding to the av erag es, is likely to o utliv e two 
terms. 
On th e oth er h and, .sev eral m em bers of President 
Eisenh ower’s Cabinet are of Vice Presidential p ro­ 
p ortions. F r ^ Seaton, Secretary of th e Interior, and 
Jam es .Mitch ell, Secretary of Labor, h av e often been 
mentioned in th is connection. Both are p rosp ects and 
p ossibilities, alth ough Mitch ell seemed to be in dis­ 
fav or with Nixon on occasion, Seaton comes from 
N ebraska, is a newsp ap er owner and v ery p ersonable. 
This then is the line-up fo r the seco nd place o n 
bo th tickets. The cho ice will be picked, as is custo m- 
ftry , by the candidate fo r President.

The Vice Presidency 


Both parties are going to h a \e m ore than con­ 
siderable difficulty selecting a Vice President. Among 
the Democrats, those who do not favor Senator John 
Kennedy for President would prefer a Johnson-Ken- 
liedy or a Symington-Kennedy ticket depending upon 
^ w h ic h e v e r candidate for President is preferred. Mayor 
P R o b e rt F. Wagner of New York and Governor P at 
Brown of California are candidates for Vice President 
in the event that Kennedy is not nominated 
The situation regarding the Vice Presidency in 
the Democratic P arty is fluid and no particular per­ 
son is favored. What happens will depend upon who is 
nominated for the Presidency; what part of the coun­ 
try he comes from; whether he is a conservative or a 
liberal and other considerations. 
In the Republican P arty, there are those who 
favor Nelson Rockefeller for Vice President on 
the assumption that he has a sufficient following 
to be important. There are some Republicans who 
believe that a Nixon-Rockefeller ticket could win. 
On the other hand, there are Republicans who feel 
that Rockefeller is not a Republican, that he ca n ­ 
not really he associated with either party, hut op­ 
erates entirely on his own. They have observed 
him as Governor of New York State and are not 
over-enthusiastic. 
The conservative Republicans want Senator B arry 
Coldwater to be chosen as Vice P resident and will 
put up a stiff fight for him. His following is growing 
because he is a m an of sincerity. But it is generally 
held that Coldwater will not be nominated. First of 
all, he comes from a sm all state; secondly, he is a 
Westerner like Nixon; thirdly, he is too far on the 
Right for Nixon who cannot altogether cut loose from 
the Eisenhower Administration of which he has been 
a part 
It would seem that the one m an in the Republi­ 
can Party who fits the cut for Vice President in i960 
is Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge 
Coming from a 
leading New England family, he is a resident of New 
York. As Nixon comes from California. Lodge fits the 
requirem ent for an E astern er for Vice President. 
He has had a long legislative experience, having 
served in the M assachusetts General Court, as the 
state legislature there is called. He has served in the 
United States Senate 
He has been a newspaper re­ 
porter and has a good military record. 
But his principal service to the country has been 
as the United States A m bassador to the United Nations 
and on the Security Council where he proved himself 
to be an excellent debater and diplomat, giving the 
Russians a hard time when necessary. He has with­ 
stood the attacks on the United States courageously 
and without compromise 
His understanding of Rus­ 
sian techniques is better than most. 
The Lodge family was brought up on the experi­ 
ence of governing 
Henry Cabot Lodge s grandfather 
had a long and distinguished c are er in the United 
States Senate 
His brother, John, was Governor of 
Connecticut and is now our A mbassador to Spain 
An excellent cam paigner and a good mixer. Henry 
Cabot Lodge could be a valuable addition to Nixon's 
campaign. 
Apart from B arry Goldwater and Henry Cabot 
Lodge, no names are seriously mentioned for the Vice 
Presidency on the Republican side 
There has been 
some talk of Senator Kenneth Keating of New York, 
who is a good speaker and humorist, but he us hardly 
known to the country. 
No one ever run** for the Vice Presidency. 
Many who are candidates tor the Presidency hope 
that they will be able to settle for second place. 
The Democratic contest is more lively and exeit- 
• 


inc than the Republican and therefore there are 
more prospects for the Vice Presidency. In the 
Republican Party, one of the m ajor difficulties is 
that few men are willing to give up governorships 
or seats in the Senate for hanging the gavel in the 
Senate with a com paratively young President who, 
according to the averages, is likely to outlive two 
terms. 
On the other hand. several m em bers of President 
Eisenhower's Cabinet are of Vice Presidential pro­ 
portions. Fred Seaton. Secretary of the Interior, and 
Ja m es Mitchell. Secretary of Labor, have often been 
mentioned in this connection 
Both are prospects and 
possibilities, although Mitchell seem ed to be in dis­ 
favor with Nixon on occasion. Seaton com es from 
Nebraska, is a new spaper owner and very personable. 
This then is the line-up for the second place on 
both tickets. The choice will be picked, as is custom ­ 
ary, by the candidate for President.

WASHINGTON - Analysis of 
traditional habits in polities and 
the habits of thought of organiza­ 
tion leaders tells far more about 
who is going to be nominated 
at a political convention than do 
polls or prim ary elections. 


Rased on just such an analy­ 
sis. this correspondent wrote on 
M arch 7. just before the New 
H am pshire prim ary, that Sena­ 
tor Kennedy 
‘‘is likely to win 
the D emocratic nomination ’ and 
that, ‘‘if he is blocked, the co m ­ 
prom ise candidate will be Adlai 
Stevenson ” 
On April 7. after the Wisconsin 
prim ary, this w riter said in these 
dispatches; 
“ The Wisconsin prim ary, by all 
the rules of politics, should m ean 
that Senator Kennedy will be re ­ 
garded as the front-runner from 
now 
on. 
This 
m eans that 
the 
other 
candidates 
will

There are 
other 
prim ary 
contests, 
to

sure, but Senator Kennedy will 
gain ground in all of them, as he 
has the organization and the fi­ 
nances back of him to win the 
necessary delegate strength.

Arteries are our life lines, and 
when one of these vessels be­ 
comes blocked, the flow of nu­ 
trition to a particular organ is 
stopped. A heart attack occurs 
when the coronary artery is ob­ 
structed, w hereas a stroke takes 
place if a cerebral vessel is in­ 
volved. 


Treating these disorders is im- 
jjortant 
but 
is 
com parable 
to 
closing the barn door after the 
horse escapes 
We must prevent 
or delay the basic cause—hard ­ 
ening of the arteries. 


The initial program is aimed 
at conditions that hasten to con­ 
tribute to arteriosclerosis. Over­ 
weight and high blood pressure 
are high on the list, explaining 


why 
coronary 
thrombosis 
and 


apoplexy are so common in pe r­ 
sons with these conditions. 


Men with a combination of hy­ 
pertension and obesity are 3‘x 
tim es more vulnerable to heart 
attacks than are persons with 
neither of these disorders. The 
lesson to learn is to get weight 
and 
blood 
pressure 
down—and 
soon. 
An elevated blood cholesterol 
level m akes us m ore susceptible 
to arteriosclerosis.
